heavy imposts, and: glad-to. sell. their’ teas 
and silks at-haridsomo profits to the foreign 
merchaut, whilé the Guveriment alao bene- 
fit by ‘beiiig in receipt of a handsome Cus- 
tems’ revenue. Under such circumstances 
the gain to‘China:from foreian intercouse ig, 
not to be denied; and’ the ‘time cannot be 
vory-far distant when afurther spread of 
our trading relations with this country will 
be brought about, notwithstanding any-at- 
tempt on the part of the Chinese to prevent 
the advance of ‘a atate of things which, if 
they-knew their true interests, they would 
| use every endeavour themselves to bring 
about, s z 
Probably in ‘another twenty-five years,
